1 . Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record to Brady and Adar fails to either alone or combine teach or 
suggest an upconverter for modulating an input signal to provide an output signal having a 
higher frequency than the input signal comprising a mixer, an amplifier, a plurality of transistors 
and a first input terminal for receiving the input signal and a second input signal terminal for 
receiving a DC power control signal of a predetermined level, wherein the DC power control 
signal controls differential pair output signals provided by the mixer as cited in claims 1, wherein 
the mixer in claim 7 comprising matched first and second MESFETs, wherein the gate of the 
MESFET of the first MESFET receives the input signal, and the gate of the second MESFET is 
coupled to a DC control voltage capable of turning off the first and second MESFETs, and 
similarly in claims 13, 20, 29 and 31.
